The public had better swallow the 
New York dispatch which we publish- 
ed yesterday with a grain o£ salt, or, 
as the Frenchman said in applying tho 
quotation to a doubtful story "with a 
dose. of salts." The article is from a 
newspaper which is regarded as good 
authority on financial and railway mat- 
ters in America ; but which can have 
very little knowledge, in advance of the 
Canadian press, of what is going on in 
London respecting Canada Pacific af- 
fairs. It is scarcely ' to be supposed 
that the Canadian Ministry framed 
their railway scheme without seeing a 
reasonable prospect of success ; and 
even should the luaperial guarantee be 
withheld there would remain the secu- 
rity of 100,000,000 acres of public 
lands in tho Fertile Belt to tempt a 
syndicate to float thu scheme as a Can- 
adian Government enterprise. Failing 
this, again, there would still remain the 
project of organizing a company to 
construct the road with a Canadian 
Government guarantee of a rate of in- 
terest somewhatin excess of 4 percent, 
per annum. It is not to be expected 
that a scheme so vast in its cham'-ter 
and momentous in its consequences 
could be considered and adopted or re- 
jected in a fortnight. There are many 
obstacles that stand in tho way of im- 
mediate succes.i; but we arc hopeful 
that tliey will bo overcome, At any 
rate wo warn readers lo be neither cast 
down nor lifted up. Dispatches em- 
anating from a press that is under the 
control of rival American corporations 
are unreliable. Remember the French- 
man's "dose of salts" and take it witli 
some Now York dispatches. 

RUSSIA AND GERMASY. 

The war clouds aro gathering in 
Europe and rumors of rupture between 
Russia and Germany and niystei iou.s 
hints at the connection between the 
rather abrupt change in Bis.mauck's 
interior policy and certain neccessities 
in his foreign policy, cannot but at- 
tract, ftttnntion. Tho unity of Ger- 
many, the great and avowed goal of 
all of Bismahck's exertions, is not com- 
plete until tho German part of Austria 
comprising Moravia, Styria, Austria 
proper, the Tyrol and lUyria is freed 
from the unnatural union with Magyar 
and Sclavic provinces, and incorporated 
with Germany. But there is only one 
way in which this can bo accomplished, 
namely, by moving the centre of the 
Austrian Empire from Vienna to 
Buda-Pesth, and transforming Austria 
into a great Sclavic jiower, with acces.s 
to the Black and yEgean sea. That 
Bismarck really entertains such ideas 
is evident, and in a i-ecent excited con- 
versation with Lattican, the Rouman- 
ian Ambassador, ho made it more ap- 
parent when ho plainly declared that if 
Roumania did not fulfil the Treaty of 
Berlin with respect to tho emancipa- 
tion of the Jews, hor independence 
would not be recognized, but she would 
be placed under the suzerainty of Tur 
key or some other power (Austria).

failures havo occurred during the first 
half of 1879 than during tho corres- 
ponding period of 1878 — nearly every 
week of tho twenty-six contributing its 
ile]nTssing quota — we can understand 
what is meant by the comprehensive 
plirase -'bad times" — falling oft' in sales, 
profits, savings, capital, heart, every- 
thing. As for the farmers, it is per- 
haps hardly an exaggeration to say 
tliat next week, at farthest, will decide 
tho question whether they will be able 
to save any sort of crop, or whether 
threo-fourths of them will not sink into 
acknowledged insolvency. No doubt 
tho price of wheat lias ri.son about ten 
shillings a quarter in the fortnight, anil 
those farmers who had much lo sell 
made a good thing of it. 

Recent storms have dealt havoc with 
the ragged looking wheat, which is thin 
in tlic far .and :;l;ort of .'ifalk. Accoui;l;i 
received of the ])Otatoes aro not more 
encouraging. Tiio hay crop Ims been 
entirely lost, and what wo hear of the 
vines is little promising. In the cen- 
tral, eastern and western districts tiiey 
have scarcely commenced to flower yet; 
it is certain that the vintage will lie 
very late, and the inconstancy of the 
temperature mustaggravatethe chances 
of blight. Happily in the south those 
vines which have escaped the ravages 
of the phj'lloxera are described as be- 
ing thickly laden witli giajics, ;uul in a 
good state of vegetation. It has been 
estimated that France will have to pay 
from £20,000,000 to .£21,000,000 for 
cereals alone.

Washi.s'oton, D. C, .Vug. 20. — Tho 
prcBont claim of our Government ia for 
specific grievanees, and ia to bo consider- 
ed witliout referenco to the amount of tho 
Halifax award with which it has nothing 
to do. Welch W!i8 instructed to base a 
claim for §103,000 upon the actual los.s 
and damiige sustained liy American flahor- 
men in consequence of the frecjuent inva- 
sion of their treaty riglita at Fortune Bay, 
and to obtain sonic security against the 
occurrence of similar annoyances in tho 
future. Advices received by tho State 
Department from tho North American 
Coast reprcBcnt that, although no actual 
violence has occurred thin year, our fish- 
ermen are deterred by apprehensions of 
violence from approaching tho shore and 
carrying on their business with tlio free- 
dom guaranteed to them by tho treaty 
and that wo are therefore deriving no 
benefit from our agreonieiit with tlio Brit- 
ish Govoniinunl and getting iin return for 
our money. The .stute of fueling which 
prevails between our N(jrth Coa-st tisher- 
men andBritish American fishermen, who 
consider themsolros justified in using 
force to cany out local prohibitory laws, 
,i« regarded by our Guvcrmnent as ox- 
tromoly dangerous and liable at any mo- 
ment to lead to bloodsliod and serious in- 
ternational misunderstanding. The Gov- 
firument is therefore very anxious that 
some stops shall bo taken by the British 
Govornnient to do away with the local 
prohibitory laws of tho Canadian pro- 
vinces which now practically override and 
nullify tho treaty provisions of a far high- 
er authority.

The Ezsnrsion Eonnd tho Island. 

A few minutes before noon yesterday 
tho steamer Princess Louise arrived in 
port with tho party of excursionists whohad 
availed themselves of the oxcollont oppor- 
tunity of making a trip round tho island 
on board that splendidly appointed vessel. 
Tho oxcuraiouists, it will bo remembored, 
left here at about 8 o'clock on the morn- 
ing of tho 13tli inst., at which time a 
strong breeze from the westward prevail- 
ed. For the firat two hours of the voy.igo 
there was a thick fog, but subsequently 
tho pleasure-seekers were favored with 
clear weather. During tho day tho wreck 
of tho bark Gem of the Ocean was sighted 
and tho crow could bo plainly iliscerned 
moving about tho ill-fated vessel. Late 
in the iiftornoon Capo Boalo was rounded, 
and at a (quarter past C o'clock tho steamer 
stopped and communicated with Mr. A. 
Laing at Capt. Spring's trading post. Ono 
of the points of interest passed in Barclay- 
Sound was Banfield Creek, where Capt. 
Banfield was murdered by Indian.s whilst 
engaged in trading with them. At a 
quarter to 9 o'clock tho steamer anchored 
at Alborni for the night, aud tho next 
morning tho excursionists went ashore 
and enjoj'cd tho beautiful scenery of the 
vicinity. Several large bush fires wore 
r.igiug near tho old lumber mill, built in 
early days by Capt. Stamp, and it was 
feared th.at the structure would be do- 
molished- .\ party ascended tho Alborni 
Rivor, intending to pass an hour fi.shing, 
but the water w;vs veiy cUmr ami sliallow 
and their j)iscatorial otl'iirts were not re- 
warded witli success. Tlio steaiuor then 
proceeded to Clayoquol Sound, where at 
5:20 p.m. anchor w.i.s dropped and Mr. 
and Mrs. Maynard, photographers, ac- 
companied by several of the party, went 
ashore to take vie>T» of tho Indian village 
Opitsat and the surrounding scenery, 
which ia grand in the oxtrenio. Tho wea- 
ther, however, was unfavorable for tho 
purpose. One of the highest peaks in 
this vicinity is called Lone Mountain, tho 
summit of which i.s 239(i feet above tho 
level of tho sea. Tho weather on the 
morning of the following day (Friday) was [ 
tiiick for several hours, with a drizzling I 
rain falling when the steamer got under | 
weigh. At 11 o'clock, however, it cleared j 
up and Otter Reef, with tho sprtiy dash- 1 
ing over its countless rocks, attracted the | 
attention of those on board. About mid- I 
day the steamer anchored in Hesiiuiat 
harbor, at the entrance of which a sea ; 
lion was observed. A number of tho p.is- I 
Bongers went ashore at Uesquiat to in- 
spect tho various points of interest. At [ 
3 p.m. tho steamer started again and at ■ 
0:30 she anchorod for tho night m Friend- : 
ly Cove, Nootka Sound. The Gove, which | 
is a very [iretty siiot, allbrds good anchor- 
.agc. On tho beach tiiero are a number of 
huts built by a tribe called Yuquots. The 
mountain scenery along the coast as ; 
Nootka Sound is approached is magnifi- ; 
cent, many of tho jieaka mingling their ' 
lofty heads with tho fleecy clouds. Tho ; 
surroundings of Friendly Covo, which are 
full of interest, aiforded the visitors an ; 
hour's instructive enjoyment. Kain fell , 
heavily oil Friday night, but on tho fol- ' 
lowing morning the weather was once , 
more clear and pleasant and the Princoss | 
Louise steamed romid Nootka Island, j 
passing Resolution Cove, whore Captain j 
Cook rufittod his vessels 101 years ago, I 
and going through Tahsis Narrows which , 
aro about 200 yards in width. In tho ! 
afternoon tho steamer anchored in Kyu- I 
quot Sound and tho paaaongei-s went on 
shore in various directions. At daylight 
on Sunday the voyage was rcauined, but 
after going a few yards from her anchor- 
ago the steamer hung on a rock aud bad | 
to await the rising of tlio tide. Strong 
head winds and a rough sea prevaileil 
much to the discomfiture of several of the 
excursionists. After rounding Woody 
Point, Qiiatsino Sound was entered 
and tho steamer ran up to upper 
Koskemoo village and anchored for tho 
night. The next morning at -i o'clock a 
party consisting of Jlessrs. Drake, Ked- 
fern, W. Wilson, Maynard, Brown, Bur- 
gess and Plummer started for tho head of 
Koskomoo Arm in a canoe, having deter- 
mined to land there and proceed on foot 
across the Island to Fort Rupert. Tho 
steamer weighed anchor shortly afterwards 
and at 8:15 a.m. rounded Capo Scott at 
the head of Vancouver Island — weather 
calm and clear with heavy ground swell. 
Two hours later the bar at tho entrance 
of Johnson's Straits was crossed and at 1 
p.m. Fort Rupert was reached. All the 
excursionists wont ashore at this point 
and woro heartily welcomed by Mr. Hunt, 
tho ofliccr in charge of tho H. B. Co.'s 
trading post there, and by Rev. Mr. Hall j 
and Mrs. Hall who explained all places of : 
local interest to the visitors. Over one 
of the Indian huts, formerly occupied by I 
the chief of the tribe, the following in- ; 
scription was noticed: "Wakitish— On j 
the 30th October, 1875, gavu away pro- 
perty to the amount of 2,000 blankets, ; 
and has taken tho place of Fat Joo — Fort | 
Rupert." In the cemetery the grave of a ; 
defunct chief was seen surmounted with | 
numerous carvings of unique design. At [ 
about C o'clock the overland party arriv- ; 
ed. They reported having made tho trip ' 
across the island in fivo hours and forty ! 
minutes over a trail of the roughest do- j 
scription. The following day the steamer | 
proceeded to Bute Inlet, passing through [ 
the Arran rapids and anchoring for the ] 
night in Waddington harbor. Several 
gentlemen landed and went a short dis- , 
tance up the Homathco River. On Wed- 
nesday the steamer went to C'oniox whore , 
tisliing was tho order of the day. Left ; 
there in the evening and anchored oil' i 
Qualicnin Rivor, tho weather being thick . 
and rain falling heavily. On Thursday 
tho excursionists arrived at Doparturo 
Bay whore the steamer coaled .and, leav- 
ing there, crossed over to Burrard Inlet, 
whore Hastings mill w;vs visited- At 5 
o'clock yesterday nioi-ning theste.aniergot 
under weigh once more and at noon yes- 
terday, as above st.ated, reached this port , 
and thus completed a most onjoyaido ex- 
cursion. All those who wero on board 
speak very highly of the appointment.4 of 
the splendid steamer I'.nd the courteous 
manner in which Captain Lewis aud his 
officers exerted themselves to insure safety 
and comfort. i

George Francis, summoned by Timothy 
Scanlon and charged with assaulting him 
by striking him on tho head and the face 
with tho handle of a whip. 

Mr. Pooley appeared for the plaintiff 
and Mr. Courtney for the defendant. 

The prosecutor deposed that on Satur- 
day last ho was at Parson's Bridge Hotel 
whore hornet the defendant and his fami- 
ly ; defendant accused witness of hiring 
his tr.ap to officers ; witness denied having 
dole so ; defendant loft the hotel for Vic- 
toria, witness waiting behind some little 
time ; ho next saw defendant at tho 4- 
milo liouso ; witness did not get out of his 
trap but called for a glass of beer ; de- 
fendant came out of the houso and com- 
mencod to abuse witness about his family 
afl'airs at home and seizing tho whip which 
witness had in his hand pulled it away 
from him and struck him over the side of 
the head with the butt-ond of it three 
times as hard as ho could ; witness then 
urged his horse on with tho reins; dofoiid- 
ant ran after him and caught hold of the 
traji by tho back part and tried to upset 
it ; witness camo into town and gave in- 
formation to tho police. 

Cross-examinod — Had several drinks 
that tlay ; not a groat many ; don't make 
a note of every drink I tako ; told dofen- 
dant to mind his own business ; did not

was going up to the house whoro his wife 
was staying and was going to tako a lot of 
whiskey and have a good time *of it; do- 
fondant has been abusing me for seven 
years ; have novor been in a state of in- 
toxication since I camo to tho country. 

John Palmer deposed that ho was at 
tho 4-Milo Housu when tho defendant 
drove up there. .Subsequently plaintiff 
came. Did not see tho defendant go up 
to Scanlon, but hoard tho latter call tho 

defendant a . The plaintiR' was 

drunk. 

For tho defence Mr. Courtney called 
several witnesses in support of his ciuteii- 
tioii that tho plaintitl'nn the liay in (puis- 
tion was in a state of intoxication and that 
be was using most abusive and disgusting 
language within the hearing of respect- 
ablo females. At the request, therefore, 
of Mrs. Calvert, the propriotreas of tho 
4-Mile House, the defendant had piiahod 
the plaintiU'a trap aw:iy from tho d<ior. 
The plaintitr was so intoxicated thai, as 
the vehicle went dinvu a small hill, ho full 
against ono of tho wheels, or tho side of 
tho dogcart and thus received the injuries 
which he accused the defendant of inflict- 
ing. 

His Honor remarked tliat the prepon- 
ilerance of tho cvideiire was nuninst llie 
plaintitl' aiul gave judgment for tho ile- 
fendant. 

.John .farvis, on liail, charged with hu|)- 
plying intoxicating li(iuor to Indians, fail- 
ed to a[)i)ear and His Honor ordered that 
his bail bo estreated.

Australia and ITo\7 Zealand. 

There was a severe conflict between 

the two houses of the New South 
Wales Legislature in consequence of 
the resolutions brought down by the 
Premier, Sir Henry Parkos, declaring 
that an alteration is required in the 
Constitution of the Upper Uharaber, 
making it elective. 

His Excellency tho Governor of 
New Zealand has withdrawn his 
objection to the passage of an Impost 
Supply bill. 

The four-mile beach between Pene- 
I arrow Head and Palliser Bay, New- 
Zealand, is strewn with the wreckage 
of a big ship. It is supposed all hands 
are drowned. The vessel had gone 
ashore during tho late southerly gale.

They also took 
their plows, wagons, etc. TitoKowaru, 
tho old chief who did so much lively 
fighting a few yeiirs ago, and cooked 
and ate several Briti.sh soldiers, has 
written to tho commissioner of tho 
district. Major Brown, saying that his 
attempt to disturb the peace would go 
no further, and by way of cementing 
an everlasting friendship a.'ikcd for two 
bottles of rum. 

The Bark .Malay, from Newcastle, 
New South Wales, has been lo.st with 
all hands, outside W^elliiigton heads. 

Attorney General Stout having re- 
signed hia seat in the Now Zealand 
Parliament, W. D. Stewart has been 
elected in his stead. Mr. Stewart is 
author of a very clover pamphlet, in 
whicli the American and English judi- 
cial sy.stems are contrasted. I\[r. Stew- 
art spent some time in America stnd}'- 
ing this subject. 

The Sydney Municipal Corporation 
is in financial difRcnItics. 

Morton Tovaros and Miss Surtec.se 
will make a tour in India. Mr. Val Vos 
will accompany them. 

Heavy floods are rojiorted iu certain 
districts of New South Wales. 

A ministerial crisis was impending 
iu New Zealand when the mail left. 
There was a large deficit in the treasury 
.and no hope of supplying it except by 
continuing the borrowing policy. Mr. 
Ballanco, the Colonial Treasurer, bad 
resigned, and Sir George Grey bore the 
brunt of the battle. Private letters 
from Wellington intimate that he will 
dissolve Parliament, and appeal to the 
country.

tection against Fire and the Walls ahull 
bo so constructed as to sepaj-ato all Wood 
Work thoroughly and completely of tho 
interior and exterior of sucli Building 
from all and every part of tho interior and 
exterior of any adjoining Building. If 
tho apex of Hoof should exceed the height 
of Fire Walla, then tho Eoof must bo 
covered with sueli material as will afford 
protection against Fire. In tho case of 
Gables the "Walls arc to bo carried up to 
tho full height of tho Apex of said Roof. 
The tuna Building, aa applied in Ihia 
Section, shall not include Privies or 
Sheds for storage of Coal, Wood or Wharf 
Sheds. 

3. All Repairs to Buildings constructed 
of brick, stone, or other Incombustible 
material.s, shall be made to conform to 
this Ordinance. 

4 The Wooden Building within tho 
said Fire Limits shall not be altered or 
changed witliout the written permission of 
the Chief Engineer of the Victoria Fire 
Department, approved bj' a majority of 
tho Fire Wardens, wliich permit shall 
.specify fully the alteratioiLS or changes re- 
quired, and no such permit shall bo given 
if any increase will be mado by tho pro- 
posed change or alteration in the size of 
any Wooden Building within tho said 
Limits, or if such repairs or alterations 
will increase the value of such building 
more than Twenty-five i)or cent. Tho ap- 
plications therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits shall bo kept on file in the 
oflice of the City Clerk. 

5. No Building within tho said Fire 
Limits shall be removed except to a jvor- 
tion of the same lot on which it stand]s or 
to a point outside tho Fire Limits. 

G. Whenever any building shall be by 
any means so much injured as to be, in 
the ■'ud'nnent of the Oliief FngiT!0«r and 
a majority of tho Firo Wardens, a dan- 
gerous nuLsanee, or when any Wooden 
Building within the said Fire Limits shall, 
in the judgment of tho Chief Engineer 
and a majority of tho Firo Wttfdeiia., be 
damaged by fire to the extent of one-half 
or more of its actual value, the Chief En- 
gineer shall cause to bo served upon the 
owner or person having control thereof a 
notice requiring such person to remove 
tho same forthwith, and the person re- 
ceiving such notice shall withm ten days 
after receiving the same comply with the 
requirements thereof. 

7. One Story £wiWi?i//3— Foundations 
to bo not leas than eighteen inches in thick- 
ness and not less than eighteen inches 
in the hard elay or gravel, as the case may 
be, brick walls to be not less than twelve 
inches thick. Two Stoi-y Buildings— 
Foundations to bo not less than twenty- 
two inches thick and not less than eigh- 
teen inches in the hard clay or gravel, as 
the case may be. Brick fra/Zs— Ground 
floor to be not less than seventeen inches 
thick; fipt floor not less than twelve 
inches thick. 

8. Any person or persons violating any 
of the provisions of this Bylaw shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof before tho Police 
Court shall bo punished by a fine of not 
less than ten or more than one hundred 
dollars, and each day of maintaining or 
continuing such violation shall bo deemed 
a now ofionco and punished accordingly. 

0. The Chief Engineer of the Victoria 
Firo Department and tho Fire Wardens 
are required to see that tho provisions of 
this Bylaw are enforced and to make com- 
plaints in the Police Court for violation 
thereof. 

10. This Bylaw may bo cited for all 
purposes as " The Bylaw for Prohibiting 
tho Erection of Wooden Buildings, 1879. ' 
Passed tho Municipal Council this 
Sixteenth day of July, One Thou- 
sand Eight Hundred and Seventy- 
nine.
